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MILITARY AND ECONOMIC 
DISARMAMENT DEMANDED 


We call as our first witness, Dr. Robert 
Morris, formerly General Counsel for the 
Senate Internal Security Committee, later 
President of the University of Dallas, cur- 
rently devoting his time in an effort to 
awaken Americans before it is too late to 
save what’s left of the Republic. In a re- 
port titled “The Trap Is Set,” Dr. Morris 
writes: 

This. week’s relaxation on the part of our 
negotiators in their demand for inspection, 
preparatory to new disarmament discussions 
with the Soviets, puts in focus our posture 
on the world scene today. 

We are pleading with the Communists to 
accept our “disarmament plan” which calls 
for the dissolution of our magnificent mil- 
itary establishment in three stages and the 
transfer of all military power to “U.N. 
Peace Force.’ We are making concession 
after concession to have them accept our 
proposals, 

This is not a disarmament at all. It is 
a plan for merger with our enemies, It is 
the creation of a world army possessing all 
the weapons in the world in which our 
influence would be an insignificant minority. 
In this merger the entire west world would 
be a shrinking minority. Left-leaning 
neutrals such as Sukarno, Krishna Menon 
and Souvannia Phouma and the growing 
Soviet bloc would rule this army, and we 
would be subject to this combine. 

With their rule, free enterprise, our relig- 
ious and common law heritage, our Consti- 
tution, our Bill of Rights, would be diluted 
beyond recognition. 

Thus far the Soviets have not agreed to 
our plan. I have read some of their propa- 
ganda wherein they are urging their people 
here to support the plan with Red China 
included in a U.N. which they would like 
to see “evolve” further.

This vital and sacred element in U.S., is 
in ever-lasting danger—since the Kennedy 
Family took over in Washington.

to create the left-leaning governments that 
Khrushchev will need to give him assured 
control of the new ruling body. 

People keep wondering why, for instance, 
we are throttling courageous little anti- 
communist Greece while we fatten up com- 
munist Yugoslavia, our foresworn enemy. 
It does not make sense to many that we are 
cutting down in assistance to Free China 
while we worked affirmatively to bring 
Soviet Outer Mongolia into the U.N. Many 
still cannot understand why we pressured 
Nosavan in Laos to give Khrushchev his 
Troika Government in that little country 
that is the hub of Southeast Asia. 

During this past week we exerted our 


We are told 
that it is no longer a threat because it is 
not “monolithic” but “polycentric.” When 
you analyse the evidence you find that most 
of it comes from communist handouts, and 
independent checks show communism more 
integrated than ever before—and more in- 
transigent.

If you ask the Planners why they must 
make new concessions at every new meeting 
at every new international bargaining table, 
they will doubtless come out with that stock 
reply:

Suppose we concede—for the sake of argu- 

ment—that we may be dead if we don’t go 
Red; just how serious is the situation? We 
like the answer sent by Constantine Brown 
from Rome, because he uses their (the 
Planners’) figures for his report:

The estimate of some of President Ken- 
nedy’s advisers that 8 million Americans 
would die in a nuclear war means that our 
chance of survival would be a little more 
than 1 out of 2. The early Virginia settlers 
who came to America had a survival ratio. 
far less than that. 

Only 1 out of 10 survived the first 3 years 
in America. When the Mayflower touched 
our shores in 1620, the passengers had 
better luck. Fifty of the 100 aboard survived, 
the first year. 

But this ratio did not frighten the settlers: 
whose desire for freedom was greater than 
their love of life. Between 1630 and 1640 
some 20,000 of them dared to come to the 
land of the free. 

And life for these courageous people was 
difficult. In a report of food scarcity, Isaac 
Backus later wrote, “Quoth one, “My hus- 
band has traveled as far as Plymouth .. - 
and has with great toil brought a little corn 
home, and, before that is spent, the Lord 
will assuredly provide.’ ” 

But with the full knowledge of the hard- 
ships to be endured, the American settlers 
make their irrevocable decisions. Johm 
Winthrop, Governor of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony, wrote: 

“God hath provided this place to be 4% 
refuge for many whom He means to save 
out of the general calamity, and seeing the 
church hath no place left to fly but into the 
wilderness, what better work can there be 
than to go?” 

Can the courage of these men and women, 
centuries dead, to make fateful decisions: 
inspire us today? Dare we decide to fight 
for our Nation if need be? Have we the 
wisdom to make the best decision with faith 
that God will save many “out of this 
calamity”?

Vital as a first step in this new Regional 
World Government development is passage 
of the Kennedy Trade Expansion Bill (which 


already has passed the House, and may 


have passed the Senate even as you read 
this—the Planners have been waiting for 
the “exactly right moment”. when oppo- 
Sition will be at the lowest possible point 
numerically, before bringing the measure 
to the floor for debate). 

Speaking of the domestic hardships which 
this bill will bring (aside from its world 
government intent), Senator Strom Thur- 
mond reports the following under date of 
‘August 13, 1962:

The Senate will soon act on the Trade 
Expansion. Bill, which President Kennedy 
has described as “the most important piece 
of legislation before the country this year.” 
As approved by the House, the bill gives 
the greatest delegation of power ever pro- 
vided any President in regulating foreign 
commerce and trade. This is a power 
specifically granted to the Congress under 
the Constitution. 


Under the bill, the President could elimin- 
ate tariffs on some commodities and slash 
others up to 50%, not just on a commodity 
by commodity basis, but on broad categories 
of goods. He has frankly told the American 
public that in exercising this power some 
domestic industries will be closed and many 
employees left jobless. 


To compensate for the damage which 
domestic industries and employees will suffer, 
the President has proposed that adjustment 
assistance (federal subsidies) be provided, 
after certain criteria are met, to assist the 
industries to be converted and the employ- 
ees to be retrained for other work. The 
adjustment assistance, which would give the 
Executive Branch increased control over 
‘American industry, would not be automat- 
ically provided. In fact, to get these sub- 
sidies for his company and employees, the 
injured manufacturer would have to prove 
damage to the entire industry. The definition 
of what constitutes an industry is very vague 
in the legislation. 

If he should win this point, the manu- 
facturer gets a certificate and then must 
apply to the Secretary of Commerce for the 
subsidy. If the manufacturer then proves 
his case before the Secretary, he must 
qualify for a loan, which must be secured. 
In addition, he must prove that his company 
ean, in a new venture, become a sound 
factor in our economy. If he gets the loan, 
the manufacturer must submit to bureau- 
cratic domination and control of his business 
policies, as do government contractors who 
are today being told whom they can hire 
and fire when they accept government con- 
tracts. 

Trade is an important item in our nat- 
ional life. We should seek more ways to 
increase trade with foreign countries, Any 
trade agreements, however, should be truly 
reciprocal, and not just constitute conces- 
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This is one of hundreds of similar in- 
stances.

Occasionally we are able to obtain endorse- 
ment .by leaders of matters in which the 
American Jewish Committee manifests. a 
particular interest—such as the restitution 
laws in Germany promulgated by Genoral 
Clay. 

Knowing of our interest in liberalization 
of the immigration laws, we. were informed, 
by a prominent Legionnaire, of a meve to 
have the 1951 convention endorse the 
McCarran Act in toto. Thereupon, the Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the 
American Jewish Committee and the Direc- 
tor of this Division met with the persons 
involved and agreed on plans which ulti- 
mately prevented endorsement, 

PUBLIC SCHOOL PRAYER 

The American Examiner, “America’s 
largest independent Jewish weekly,” of Aug. 
2nd, 1962 had this to say: 

“The decision of the Supreme Court was, 
both in logic and in tradition, a magnificently 
right one. It is to be hoped now that the 
sense and decency of the American people 
will keep an obdurate, arrogant man from 
making a shambles of our Law.” 

This position was indorsed also by. the 
Unien. of American Hebrew Congregations 
and The Central Conference of American 
Rabbis. in a joint statement. 
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Senate this on August 3, when I cited 
fovernment statistics to show that more 
cotton textile imports have flooded into this 
country under short-term import agreement 
than during any previous year. Later, textile 
manufacturers and union officials met with 
Members of the House and Senate and the 
President’s legislative -assistant, Larry 
O’Brien, on August 8, to warn that the 
agreements are not working, and that the 
textile industry is merely getting promises 
and no action on its administrative relief 
actions now pending before the Tariff Com- 
mission and the Office of Emergency 
Planning. 

On. August 9, former Army Secretary 
Robert T. Stevens, whose company owns 55 
textile plants—many of which are in South 
Carolina—told the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee that his company is being forced to 
cut production schedules in 8 plants (3 in 
South Carolina), curtailing 4,500 jobs, This 
he cited to be in direct contrast with Com- 
merce Secretary Luther Hodges’ statement 
of August 7 informing the President that 
everything was “rosy” in the domestic tex- 
tile industry. 

This. trade legislation concerns me very 
much, because various segments of domestic 
industry are being “bought off” with prom- 
ises of assistance, while the legislation con- 
taining the possible seeds of their destruction 
is being engineered through the Congress 
with little amendment. For this reason I 
have joined in sponsoring 37 amendments 
which could greatly improve the -bill, by 
providing congressional guidelines and re- 
strictions-on provisions giving virtually un- 
limited power to the President. In turn he 
will be delegating most of this authority to 
a State Department dedicated to the goal 
‘pf using our money to build up low-wage 
textile and other industrial competition in 
underdeveloped countries._
